OTHER IRISH AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS. 


TO THE 

SECRETARY OF THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 
AND TECHNICAL INSTRUCTION FOR IRELAND. 


Sir, 

I have the honour to submit the following return of the 
prices of live stock and certain important classes of agricul- 
tural produce in the year 1905 , with comparative tables for the 
preceding years since 1886. These statistics of prices weie 
first systematically collected by the Irish Land Commission in 
1887 , and this work was subsequently transferred by the Agri- 
culture and Technical Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899, to this 
Department. 

The collection and compilation of price statistics is a matter 
of considerable difficulty, owing to the lack of standardisation 
as to qualities on the one hand, and on the other hand to the 
variations in price due to local causes. Furthermore, it is at 
the best only possible to obtain representative prices, as a 
record of all markets and fairs is out of the question, or of 
all the transactions in any Large market. Again, in the case 
of live stock — the most important of Ireland s agncultuial 
products— the fact that few farmers weigh their cattle or can 
be induced even at the fairs to do so, increases the difficulty 
of obtaining accurate records. The present returns repi’esent, 
however, actual transactions made, and as far as the resources 
available for this inquiry permitted, representative fairs have 
been selected. It is necessary, however, in making any 
deductions from the statistics, that allowance should be made 
for these difficulties and limitations. 


Store Stock. 

The reports on prices of store stock are obtained to the num- 
ber of 308 in the year, from 145 fairs which are selected as 
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representative. These fairs are arranged in nine districts, and 
in each district reports are obtained from an expert judge of 
stock on the selected fairs within that district. To further 
ensure representative returns, the fairs in each district are 
arranged in groups, and reports are furnished from fairs within 
each group. _ At the same time, due regard is paid to the more 
important fairs held throughout the year. In the returns fur- 
nished to the Department, store cattle and store sheen are 
differentiated both according to age and to quality. The 
names also of the buyers and sellers are stated, together with 
the number of animals and the gross price of each lot 
sold, thus enabling the accuracy of the statements to 
be tested. A short description Is added as to the 
nature and extent of the fair. The reports of the trans- 
actions at the several fairs are examined immediately on their 
receipt, and a summary of the report is issued as soon as pos- 
sible to the press, and to the several reporters on live stock, for 
their information and comment. Returns of live weight 
prices of store stock are occasionally received from the official 
reporters, but great . difficulty is experienced in obtaining 
weighed returns of this class of stock. 


Pat Stock. 


Prices of fat stock transactions are furnished weekly to the 
JJepartmerit under the Markets and Pairs (Weighing of Cattle) 
Act, 1891 Returns are obtained, for Dublin, from the Cor- 
poration Market and from Mr. G-avin Low, Auctioneer; and 
for Belfast, from Mr. Robson, Auctioneer. 


In the case of fat cattle and fat sheep, the returns show the 
actual weights of the cattle and sheep sold and the prices 
obtained therefor. Prom these data the prices per cwt live 
and dead weight, are calculated. 


Chops and other Produce. 

As regards crops, reports on the prices of the chief crops 
and of other agricultural produce are furnished weekly to 
the Department by Inland Revenue Officers at the following 
towns . Dublin, Belfast, Cork, Waterford, Limerick Lon- 
donderry, G-alway, Sligo. Reports also of the prices of grass 
seeds and flax are furnished by the Inland Revenue Officers at 
Ballymena, Cookstown, Newry, and Clones (for Cootehill 
Market) during seven months of the year. These officers, 
with the sanction of the Board of Inland Revenue, furnish 
particulars of actual transactions at the several towns, and are 
instructed to indicate m their reports not only the average 
price obtained for average qualities, but also the current 
market prices for superior and inferior qualities of the various 
articles oi produce.
